The opera is a “first” in that it employs a rich segment of our folk heritage here¬ 
tofore untouched. 

The story of this light opera is an imaginary incident in the life of a historical 
character, William Walker, singing school traveler of the South “before the war.” 
Walker comes to the community of Oconee Town of Pickins County, South Carolina, 
near the mountains during the 1835’s and in spite of the enmity of several of the men 
of the community, holds a singing school with great success and wins every one over 
to his side. 



ABOUT THE WRITERS 


Charles Faulkner Bryan— 

A native Tennessean, Bryan won national fame as a composer and recitalist in the 
field of folk lore. His more than forty published compositions have been widely per¬ 
formed throughout the United States and many foreign countries. He was a recipient 
of the coveted Guggenheim Fellowship in music composition and received two Carnegie 
Grants for music work. 

Donald Davidson— 

A native Tennessean, Davidson is known in the United States and abroad as one of 
Nashville’s famous group of “Fugitive” poets and essayist, critic, and historical 
writer. To his composition of the book of SINGIN’ BILLY he brings not only a lively 
sense of the dramatic but also a knowledge of the relationship between music and 
poetry and of the folk tradition that few authors could command. He is professor of 
English at Vanderbilt University and for many years has also been connected with the 
Bread Loaf School of English, of Middiebury College, Vermont.
